Senate  Meet  Action  Includes 
Court  System,  Drive,  Address 

The  Student  Senate,  in  session  Wednesday  night,  consider- 
ed reasons  why  Webb  Crockett,  studentbody  president,  has 
not  delivered  his  state  of  the  studentbody  message,  heard  a 
report  on  the  proposed  court  system,  and  voted  to  set  up  a 
campus  chest  drive. 

Crockett  who  has  turned  down  two  previous  Senate  invi- 
tations to  speak,  was  quoted  by  his  Executive  Assistant,  Jerald 
Wray,  as  saying  that  he  is  still  willing  to  give  the  speech. 
Wray  w-ho  is  also  a voting  member  of  the  Senate  said  that 
Crockett  has  not  accepted  previous  invitations  because  they 
conflicted  with  other  activities. 

In  the  speech  Crockett  is  expected  to  outline  the  student 
legislation  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  Senate  take  up. 

Reports  on  Court 

Fred  Lundberg,  who  has  headed  a committee  to  make  plans 
for  the  proposed  studentbody  Supreme  Court,  gave  his  report 
at  the  meeting.  Lundberg  asked  that  there  be  three  justices  on 
the  court,  and  suggested  that  the  court  have  wide  latitude  in 
setting  up  its  own  organization  and  powers.  The  proposed  court, 
he  emphasized,  should  only  handle  cases  rising  from  differences 
in  the  interpretation  of  the  constitution. 

In  other  business  the  Senate  set-up  a campus  chest  drive 
and  provided  for  the  distribution  of  funds  collected  during  the 
drive.  Organizations  that  would  share  in  funds  from  the  “Com- 
munity Chest  type  drive”  will  be  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Christmas  fund,  Crippled  Children’s  Society,  Utah  Heart 
Association,  World  University  Service,  Salvation  Army,  Can- 
cer Society  of  Utah  County,  American  Red  Cross,  Cerebreal 
Palsy,  and  a campus  emergency  fund.

THE  LONG  article  mentioned  offhand 
that  Russian  scientists  and  physiologists 
been  sending  dogs  up  as  high  as  200 1 
meters  for  several  years. 

Page  five  was  adorned  by  a two-columj' 
of  an  attractive  Chinese  family,  father,  pi 
wife  and  their  four  doll-like  children.
